It would appear that out of a mass of 400 


leg islativ e proposals ev ery idea of any genuine 


v alue to the improv ement of the gov ernment of 


the people of Nebraska can be projected. Conditions 


change, and in the change new problems and new 


responsibilities arise to which the pattern of gov ­ 
ernment must be responsiv e. 


It is the Nebraska unicameral upon 
W'hose 


shoulders the burden of picking out the good and 


scrapping the bad is tossed. It isn’t an easy job. 


It requires patience, careful study and application, 


and the single purpose of improv ing the quality 


of state gov ernment. All of the personal and in­ 


div idual self-interest projected adds to the com­ 


plexity of the job. There is only one purpose in 


gov ernment and that is the welfare of the public, 


and that is the test to be applied to ev ery legis­ 


lativ e proposal upon which legislators are called 


upon to pass judgment. They do a pretty good job 


of it under the shadow of public misunderstand­ 


ing. impatience, and lack of the full knowledge 
of the background of legislation. 
The present session has made its contribution 
to the continued improv ement of legislativ e pro­ 
cedure.

Completed figures of v aluation of real estate

ing at that time. 
It was so unexpected the financial experts be­ 
gan scratching their heads. 
Why, they asked, with taxes mounting and net 
profit» dropping » hould the demand for » tocks 
mount, and prices accordingly adv ance? There has 
been a suspicion for a long time that Wall street 
liv es day by day. The fighting is going to end 
sooner or later. Hundreds of factories in the United 
States are going to get back to producing the 
things the American people need in peace time. 
And they are going to need them more than they 
hav e at the close of any war in which this country 
has participated. 
The late Arthur Brisbane used to say ov er and 
ov er again: “ Nev er sell America short.” Perhaps 
the slogan which can become dangerous, and prov ed 
so two decades back, does hav e a grain of common- 
sense in the present gloom.

It appears from a distance, a distance that 


naturally means all of the detail» of this battle 


must be unknown, that after week« of patient ef­ 


fort Mr. J effers got tired of waiting for Under­ 


secretary Patterson to take his weig ht off Mr.

It isn’t a casual dev elopment but something 


highly significant. More frequently of late the 


under-secretary of war has been rev ealing an irri­ 


tation against any and all who honestly may hav e 


a difference of opinion with him, and has been 


popping off publicly in statements and in speeches 


in a fashion a bit disconcerting. Mr. Patterson, of 


course, speaks for the military front. There is an­ 


other front—a home front—a civ ilian front—which 


may or may not be important in Mr. Patterson’s 


eyes, but which nev ertheless has some bearing 


upon the war and its ultimate triumph.

rpHERE IS an old biblical utterance, which re­ 
phrased. seems to hav e a particularly fitting 
and appropriate application to this controv ersy. 


For, what w ill it profit the United States to 
win a war, and in winning the war so destroy the 
essence of democracy that what is left is a hollow 
shell? 


It isn’t a particularly reassuring picture which 
Marr McGaffin of the staff of the Omaha World- 
Herald presents of Mr. Patterson’s attitude during 
testimony giv en by Mr. J effers before a house in­ 
v estigating committee. 
Patterson, 
Mr. 
McGaffin 
says, sat in the front row at the hearing and heckled 
J effers “ like a baseball fan.” “ Mostly his remarks 
were asides to army and nav y officers who flanked 
him, but ev ery now and then they reached the ears 
of others. Once, when J effers was telling the com­ 
mittee he could not agree with war department 
officials that trav eling salesmen should be swept 
off the roads as non-essentials, Patterson’s irrita­ 
tion got the better of him. 
His ‘yeas, and real 
estate salesmen too’ must hav e reached the ears 
of committee members. When newsmen and others 
turned surprised glances in his direction, the under­ 
secretary stomped out of the hearing room.” 
That is a part and only a part of Mr. McGaffin’s 
account as an eye witness of the house hearing, 
and without any intention of disrespect for the 
position filled by the under-secretary of war, the 
circumstances set forth by Mr. McGaffin do pro­ 
v ide some basis for the inquiry:

IS the right hand man of Secretary of War 
Stimson. an elderly but v ery useful, competent, 
and far-seeing public serv ant. Secretary Stimson 
has done a job, and a real job, on a scale 
to pro­

in its accomplishment in 
the 
incredibly short time allotted to him. Under him 
the assumption is that Mr. Patterson, young and 
v igorous and energetic, has had something to do 
with that accomplishment. There was warm praise 
for Patterson in the early months of the war. He 
was spoken of as a man of amazing capacity for 
hard work, for clear thinking, and for getting things 
done. 


He is a republican, if it makes any difference; 
as is Secretary Stimson abov e him, if it makes any 
difference. The fact that seems to be important is 
that with the passing of the months his understand­ 
able zeal in the completion of his task has blotted out 
ev erything else, and there emerges from a former 
judge, characterized by judicial calm and demeanor 
what appears to be the perfect flower of a m ili­ 
tary bureaucrat.

So far as we are concerned, we hope “ Bill” 
J effers keeps on pitching. 
He’s doing a swell job 
in his blunt, direct, and common-sense attitude 
Anyone with a thimble full of brains knows that 
he means no disrespect to the army or the nav y, 
to the armed serv ices in uniform. But when he 
told the country it was impossible to take America 
off wheels he was uttering only a solemn truth 
that is the foundation of the financing of this war 
the payment of taxes—and the purchase of bonds.

YOUNG MANS CHANGING 
VOICE SUBJ ECT OF STUDY 
Medical science 
as 
beg inning 
more and more to inv estigate the 
common experiences which hav e 
been there all the time but hav e 
been considered beneath such a 
complicated, technical science as 
medicine. The boy who is chang­ 
ing the pitch of his v oice from the 
upper lev els to a good, rich bari­ 
tone often encounters moments 
when the sound he emits doesn’t 
land just where he anticipates it 
is going to hit on the scale. This 
has 
always 
been 
a 
source 
of 
amusement to his companions and 
elders, but it may be a minor 
tragedy to him. 
So medicine, being the human 
science which deals with minor 
and major tragedies, has finally 
got around to a study of thi» ag e- 
old, common condition. 
Adolescence has been called the 
“ fateful passage.” It is literally 
true that many liv es are wrecked 
during that period. An elder, ac­ 
complished, teasing brother, who 
knows all the tricks of the trade, 
can turn a good boy into what will 
become in later years a skillful 
bank robber or a chronic bum, 
during those formativ e years. 
Usually Last Three Months. 
The v oice changes are the ones 
which all the world can notice and 
while usually the agony is ov er in 
the course of about three months 
and the soprano changes to the 
baritone, in some cases the change 
begins and then the boy goes back 
to the v oice of childhood. 
Dr. J ames Gannett Greene, of 
New York, has an explanation for 
this by saying that some boys are 
timid about assuming, the grown­ 
up m asculine role. The state of 
adulthood 
as 
he 
sees 
himself 
entering it terrifies him—its re­ 
sponsibilities and its changes. 
All of us who are adults, I 
think, can understand why that 


should be— that point of v iew. So 
this type of boy subconsciously 
manifests his attitude by clinging 
to his high, piping, childish treble. 
Throught constant use of his 
high v oice, he causes a faulty co­ 
ordination and misdirection of the 
laryngeal 
musculature, 
so 
that 
the condition becomes permanent. 
Dr. Greene recites the case of one 
man who w r s 50 years of age and 
the father of three children who 
still spoke in a falsetto v oice and 
who, according to his own ac­ 
count, “ suffered the tortures of 
the damned,” 
and shunned 
all 
social contacts on that account. 
Ways to Help. 
There is a definite possibility of 
help in these children. They often 
understand 
the 
situation 
v ery 
well after a few explanations, and 
co-operate so that they attain a 
normally pitched v oice for their 
age. 
In some cases retardment 
due to poor endocrine 
function 
can be corrected by the use of 
thyroid and pituitary extract. 
Certainly all parents and teach­ 
ers should make a point to hav e a 
talk w'ith a boy who does not 
settle dowm 
to a normal v oice 
range for his age by the age of 
16. 
And amputate the humor of 
the older 
brother 
who shrieks, 
“ Oh! knitting needles,” or breaks 
into 
a mincing 
walk, 
or yells, 
“ Hello, Caruso,” when the poor 
kid at that age is trying to con­ 
trol his unruly larynx.

It Doesn't Hurt. 
LINCOLN. Neb. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: The fight 
against the confirmation of Ed Flynn as minister 
to Australia serv es to remind one that the dis­ 
approv al of the senate isn’t always taken by people 
outside that august body as conclusiv e proof that 
the person thus disapprov ed of is unworthy of 
confidence. 
At least twice in the history of the 
republic v oters hav e shown that they thought more 
of the one frowned upon than they did of the 
senators. 
There 
was 
the 
case 
of 
Martin 
VanBuren, 
recognized as the political strategist of Andrew 
J ackson, and bitterly hated by the antagonists of 
“ Old Hickory.” VanBuren, after serv ing a couple 
of terms in the senate was made secretary of state 
in the J ackson cabinet, later resigning and being 
nominated as ambassador of England in 1831. He 
left for that country at once, but while there suf­ 
fered the humility of hav ing his nomination re­ 
jected by the senate. 
He remained abroad for a 
few months, returning in 1832 to find himself 
nominated for v ice-president. 
VanBuren was elected, serv ing during J ack­ 
son’s second term and hav ing the pleasure of pre­ 
siding ov er the deliberations of the senators who 
had apparently considered him unworthy of a 
diplomatic post. 
In 1836 he was elected president 
of the United States, being inaugurated 200 years 
to the day from the date on which his ancestors, 
immigrants from Holland, landed In New York. 
The electorate ev idently did not place a great deal 
of v alue upon the judgment of the senate. 
When 
President 
Andrew 
J ohnson 
was 
im ­ 
peached for “ high crimes and misdemeanors,” the 
senate v oted 35 to 19 for conv iction, just one v dte 
short of the two-thirds necessary to conv ict. Then 
the man who had been chosen by Lincoln as his' 
running mate in 1864, went back to his home in 
Tennessee and was elected to the U. S. senate, 
of which he was a member at the time of his 
death. 
That’s history.

Hammond, 
super­ 
intendent, taking charge of the 
institution. 
On Nov . 1, 1941, accounts of 
the 
hospital 
showed 
an 
ov er­ 
draft 
of 
$167,988.15. 
At 
that 
time 
the 
council 
ordered 
that 
steps be taken to wipe out the 
debt. 
The initial action was the 
appointment of a committee the 
duty of which was to work out 
efficiencies, in co-operation with 
members of the hospital board. 
This was followed by the buying 
of all supplies through the muni­ 
cipal purchasing department, sav e 
those that cannot be bought in 
quantities. 
Further action included order­ 
ing all receipts of the hospital 
being used to liquidate the debt 
Meanwhile, 
registered 
warrants 
wei e to be issued in payment of 
all obligations, including salaries 
Since then the original obliga­ 
tion has been completely liqui­ 
dated, the ov erdraft hav ing been 
wiped out.
